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Danzhou dialect 


The Danzhou dialect (simplified Chinese: IS 'J'l'l iS ; traditional 
Chinese: 1M i'll IS ; pinyin : Danzhouhua), locally known as 
Xianghua (simplified Chinese: & iS ; tra ditional Chinese: M IS ; 
pinyin : xianghua; lit.: ’village speech’), is a Chinese variety of 
uncertain affiliation spoken in the area of Danzhou in northwestern 
Hainan, China.^ It was classified as Yue in the Language Atlas of 
ChinaP ^ but in more recent work is treated as an unclassified 
southern variety.^
